PRESIDENT TO GIVE 
MESSAGE TO U. N. 
ON ATOM AGENCY 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 24 (AP) 
—President Eisenhower will 
send a special message to the 
United Nations Friday in con- 
nection with ceremonies creat- 
ing an international agency to 
promote peaceful uses of atomic 
energy.

These are the solemn words 
His views are 
shared by many leaders. They 
are backed by the cold proof 
of scientists. It is for these rea- 
sons that I proposed long be- 
fore this campaign that we take 
the lead in curbing this ghastly | 
killer. 

The only question, it seems 
t ome, is whether we can do so 
without endangering our na- 
tional defense, because we must 
have a defense establishment 
second to none—until that day 
when our enemies come to their 
senses and agree upon enforce- 
ability safeguards for disarma- 
ment.

All nine wives were for 
the President. 

In areas where the income

Those who believe a vote for Eis- 
enhower is a vote for peace had bet- 
ter think twice, for their own sake 
and everyone else's. When Adlai 
Stevenson proposed an international! 
agreement to stop H-bomb tests, Eis- 
enhower angrily turned it down. 

Stevenson’s proposal is logically 
the next step after Eisenhower's in- 
forthal understanding with the Rus- 
siari Government that neither we 
nor they can afford to resort to a 
nuclear war, because it could only 
bririg mutual annihilation.

No Last Word 


Unnecessarily complicated by the mistimed 
renewal of the Bulganin proposal, the hydrogen 
bomb continues as a major issue of the presi- 
dential campaign with less than two weeks to 
go before the election. 

The difference between President Eisenhow- 
er's position and that of former Gov. Stevenson 
can be summarized from their comments on the 
issue Tuesday night. 

Speaking at Madison Square Garden, Mr. 
Stevenson quoted Pope Pius, supported by scien- 
tists, as to the horrible consequences of hydro 
gen bomb war. In the event of nuclear warfare, 
there will be, in the words of the eminent moral 
and religious leader, “no song of victory, only 
the incalculable weeping of humanity which in 
desolation will gaze upon the catastrophe 
brought on by its own folly.” 

Accepting the consequence which he believes 
all the world must accept, Mr. Stevenson pro- 
poses that the United States take the initiative 
in seeing what can be done to eliminate the pos- 
sibility. Pointing out that he made his recom- 
mendation that the United States assume the 
leadership “long before this campaign,” the 
Democratic standard bearer says: 

The only question, it seems to me, is 
whether we can do so without endangering 
our national defense, because we must have 
a defense establishment second to none-— 
until the day when our enemies come to 
their senses and agree upon enforcement 
safeguards for disarmament. 

If an H-bomb explosion is like an earthquake, 
and can be detected without difficulty, then, 
continues Mr. Stevenson, “here is one place 
where we can break out of the deadly arms race 
—and at the most important place of all.” And 
so he calls on the United States “to make this 
effort in the name of humanity” and protests 
that President Eisenhower “should irritably 
close the door to discussion or agreement on a 
matter of such vast importance to mankind.” 

The Stevenson position then is that if the 
H-bomb has “war power,” the ending of the tests 
on a safeguarded basis, as he told his large New 
York audience, has still greater “peace power.” 

President Eisenhower's position is that the 
tests must continue, in his words, “for the sake 
of peace itself.” He says that our testing cannot 
be stopped until international agreements on 
comprehensive disarmament make it safe to end 
them. Noting that Soviet Russia has previously 
rejected disarmament proposals of the United 
States, he says: 

There is nothing in postwar history to 
justify the belief that we should—or that we 
could even dare—to accept anything less 
than sound safeguards and controls for any 
disarmament arrangements. 

The President then renews his often-repeated 
statement that his Administration would never 
cease striving for “a system of dependable con- 
trols governing disarmament.” 

Thus the big difference in the Stevenson and 
Eisenhower positions is that the Democratic 
nominee would have the United States take the 
lead in breaking the deadlock under safeguarded 
conditions and so demonstrate its peaceful in- 
tentions to peoples all over the world, whereas 
the President would wait for the Kremlin to 
make the next move. 

Mr. Stevenson would lead in the field of 
the H-bomb, which can be viewed apart from 
the whole area of disarmament, whereas Mr. 
Eisenhower keeps the H-bomb tied to interna- 
tional agreements covering all disarmament. 

This assessment of the H-bomb issue then to 
a large degree suggests a basic difference be- 
tween the Republican and Democratic nominees. 
Mr. Eisenhower and his party are disinclined to 
exert the leadership that the world expects of 
the United States and when they do assert it 
they tend to do so with qualifications that raise 
doubts around the world as to our intentions. 

Mr. Stevenson and his party are not afraid of 
ideas. Nor are they. opposed to free discussion 
of issues. And, as they have just demonstrated, 
where there is political liberty no one speaks 
“the last word.” 
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Happy Birthday 

Many universities supply newspapers with 
elaborate data on everything about their foot- 
ball teams except the subsidies for the players. 
Washington University is different: Washington's 
sports “publicity man” is a young woman, Mar- 
jorie Susman, and she has just provided a state- 
ment befitting the tenth anniversary of amateur 
athletics on the Ilill. Amateur, that is, without 
quotes, qualifications or mortgages. 

One of the best things about this anniversary 
was, of course, the game with Western Michigan. 
This was pleasant because, Before Amateurism, 
Western Michigan would not even have been on 
the schedule, but After Amateurism, the Michi- 
ganders proved a testy opponent indeed. Too 
often they won 

Most people wouid agree that the best way to 
celebrate an athletic event is to win it, and even 
in amateur contests the odds are that somebody 
will. Washington did 
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W hat Next in Poland? 

The new Polish government is Communist; 
but Communists who resist the Soviet Union are 
a different breed from those who put Russian 
interests ahead of the interests of their own 
nation. Further, Gomulka’s Communism is likely 
to be modified by Poland’s Catholic and indi- 
Vidualistic traditions. But such influences will 
have their greatest effect on internal affairs. And 
it is the new government’s foreign policy which 
is of primary interest to the world. 

Directly or indirectly, this should contribute to 
a strengthening of Titoism in the other satel- 
lites, thus weakening the Russian position in 
Eastern Europe and the Balkans and depriving 
the Kremlin of what Stalin considered one of 
his greatest advantages. But despite current na- 
tionalist emotions, it is a question whether the 
Poles will take an anti-Russian position. 

That Poland borders directly on Russia cannot 
be ignored. There also are trade considerations. 
But most important may be the fact that present- 
day Poland consists in part of a large area taken 
from its other neighbor, Germany. True, Poland 
received this in compensation for territory an- 
nexed by Russia. It is, however, the more valu- 
able of the two blocks of land—especially since 
populations were shifted in accord with frontiers. 

As Walter Lippmann points out, the Russians 
hold a gtrong card here. In view of the German 
desire for reunification and the approaching 
German elections, the Kreralin could make a 
bid to Bonn, using part of present-day Poland 
as a pawn. The Poles could anticipate this by 
making overtures for German friendship. This, 
however, seems considerably less promising than 
a live-and-let-live arrangement with Moscow. 

Indeed if the Russians learn—as they now 
may be learning—that they cannot keep the 
Satellites in subjection indefinitely, they may 
accept their independence on conditign that 
these countries form a neutral bloc between 
East and West. And the Kremlin might grant 
specific favors to keep the bloc from breaking. 

Washington and the other Western capitals 


should realize that the Communist “new look” is 
no longer a Russian internal development. It 
Is spreading across East Europe. Thaw has come 
to the “cold war” as it has in the past. Slogans 
like Mr. Dulles’s “liberation” are losing mean- 
ing. Calm rather than agonizing reappraisal is 
in order. Is it sufficient to let the satellites fol- 
low their own bent toward independence? Or 
should the West seek to take advantage of it as 
in Yugoslavia? 


Still a Powell Mystery 

The curious political friendship between Presi- 
dent Eisenhower and Congressman Adam Powell 
has taken another curious turn. Last week, the 
Harlem Democrat told an Eisenhower rally in 
his own neighborhood that he had come out for 
the President because of something the latter 
said about school segregation in their private 
interview. This week, Mr. Powell says the Presi- 
dent did not say it, after all. 

Of course the whole friendship has been 
strange in the extreme. Only a few months ago, 
Mr. Powell distrusted the Eisenhower Admin- 
istration’s attitude on school segregation so 
deeply that he insisted on attaching to the 
school construction bill a rider denying funds 
té districts not in compliance with the Supreme 
Court decision. The rider was absolutely essen- 
tial, Mr. Powell contended then, because the 
Administration had failed to enforce the decision 
vigorously enough. 

Nor has Mr. Eisenhower had much cause to be 
especially fond of Mr. Powell. From the begin- 
ning it was clear that the Powell amendment 
presented the gravest threat to enactment of 
school aid. The President opposed it in princi- 
ple, though he did not fight it actively at the 
crucial stages. Since he is a supporter of school 
aid, he has every reason to dislike Mr. Powell 
as the author of its defeat. 


Nevertheless, Mr. Powell and the President in 
October became political allies. Mr. Powell told 
his Harlem neighbors that this came about be- 
cause Mr. Eisenhower had told him, in effect, 
that he favored using force to impose school in- 
tegration on the South. That may have sounded 
good in Harlem, but not in some other parts of 
the country. So the White House, after several 
days of pained silence, now announces that Mr. 
Powell has refreshed his memory, and decided 
that the President did not make the statement 
mistakenly attributed to him. 


Which leaves just one question unanswered: 
What did the President say or do that caused 
Mr. Powell to become a supporter of an Admin- 
istration he had so frequently attacked? 

Recent news dispatches have told of troubles 
in Mr. Powell's administrative staff that have 
brought convictions for two of his secretaries. 
His enemies have made charges of a “deal,” but 
there has been nothing whatever to show any 
relationship between these and Mr. Powell's 
presidential stand. 
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New Zealand Does Something 

New Zealand may well be the object of our 
constructive envy. For that country is almost 
alone among the motorized countries of the 
world in reducing deaths from automobile acci- 
dents, and now enjoys the lowest death rate. 

Mobilization of all the traffie officers in New 
Zealand for the two-hour periods on Friday and 
Saturday evenings which have brought the peak 
of accidents is only one of the methods which 
have been employed successfully. Another is a 
week in jail for drunken drivers, a measure 
which has altered both social and driving habits. 
In an auxiliary program deaths from motorcycle 
accidents have been reduced three fourths by 
requiring the wearing of crash helmets. 

This experience of New Zealand indicates 
that, as had been rather expected, it is no one 
measure that turns the trick, but a combination 
of efforts in several directions at once, all of 
them fairly grimly applied. 
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He Who Gets Dumped 


Just before the Illinois primary last April, 
Dick H. Mudge Jr. of Edwardsville flew over 
gambling casinos in Madison county and 
“bombed” them with leaflets pledging himself 
to close the dives and to keep them closed if 
nominated and elected State’s Attorney. Now, 
two weeks before the election, Mr. Mudge, the 
Democratic nominee, has acted as an individual 
and signed formal charges against two newly 
opened gambling establishments near Alton. “If 
the State’s Attorney and Sheriff won't act,” says 
the candidate, “I will as a private citizen.” 

Will Sheriff Ogle and his repudiated follow- 
ers now dare to “dump Mudge” on Nov. 6 as is 
rumored? They may be attracted to the idea but 
if they will try hard to remember back just two 
years they can perhaps recall how badly they 
lost out in trying to dump Paul Simon of Troy 
in the race for State Representative. In politics 
the dumpers often get dumped themselves. That 
is because they forget that the voters have to 
be reckoned with. 
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Will Webster Groves Be Next? 


Richmond Heights and Kirkwood have fol- 
lowed Maplewood's lead in moving to implement 
the metropolitan traffic plan suggested by a 
Chamber of Commerce committee. This is quite 
encouraging. If responsible local leaders in those 
three communities can be galvanized to action 
by the benefits of the plan, leaders in other 
communities can be expected to do likewise. 

In Webster Groves, for example, there is a 
most happy sign that the Council there is eager 
to join the parade. That body has recalled for 
consideration a bill tabled a year ago which pro- 
hibited rush-hour parking in Webster’s Old 
Orchard business district, one of the county's 
most serious rush-hour bottlenecks. This looks 
like a prelude to progress. Every motorist who 
must fight his way through this jam will hope so. 

The traffic plan’s aim is to free the metropoli- 
tan area’s arteries from the levee to Lindbergh. 
Great progress in this direction already has been 
made within the St. Louis city limits. And for 
that those motorists living in county communi- 
ties astride the city-county line ought to be grate- 
ful. They also ought to help persuade their own 
officials to open the main roads in their commu- 
nities. Maplewood, Richmond Heights and Kirk- 
wood have done so. Will Webster Groves be 
next? 
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Burning Leaf and Smoking Exhaust 

The city council of Ladue has forbidden the 
burning of leaves after 4 p.m. and that reminds 
us that there is something about the tang of 
burning leaves under a full moon in October. It 
leads to the baking of potatoes and the roasting 
of corn in the embers and maybe-a glass of 
clear, cool cider. It leads to the singing of “Har- 
vest Moon,” “Let Me Call You Sweetheart” and 
“In the Evening by the Moonlight.” Granted 
that such goings-on in connection with bonfires 
have long been a bit too bucolic for sedate La- 
due, it does seem unfortunate that the fumes of 
automobile exhausts are to have absolutely no 
competition.

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The Campaign: Two Midwest Views

Four years ago The Journal favored 
Adlai Stevenson for the presidency. It 
still does. 

As an independent newspaper, The 
Journal has favored Republican and 
Democratic candidates at all levels in 
the past. We, along with practically 
everyone else, “like Ike.” He is honest, 
well intentioned, affable, warmhearted 
and devoted to national welfare. He has 
done many good things as President. 

He helped clear the Washington po- 
litical atmosphere. Under Harry Tru- 
man, it had seemed to many persons 
like that of a crony-ridden county court- 
house. The Administration tried to halt 
the inflationary spiral, with consider- 
able success at first, not so much lately. 

Eisenhower backed a sincere attempt 
to solve the farm problem of subsidies 
and surpluses. It was a good try, even 
‘though it hasn’t succeeded. 

What, then, brings a preference for 
Stevenson’s election? 

First, Eisenhower's lack of vigorous 
and imaginative leadership. 

Second, his health. 

Eisenhower had an unprecedented op- 
portunity in 1953. It was hoped that he 
would give this nation, and the free 
world, forceful leadership, This he has 
not done. 

There is peace, we are told. Is ita 
true peace that we have in Korea and 
Viet-Nam, in the 
tense Middle East, 
in the Formosa area 
and Algeria, in Cyp- 
rus and Kashmir? 
Is not the fabric of 
free world unity so 
carefully fashioned 
before 1953, tearing 
in a dozen places? 
Is it not evident 
that American for- 
eign policy con- 
tinues on an aim- 
less course, accompanied by what Wal- 
ter Lippmann once referred to as 
“resounding, moralistic, inaccurate 
rhetoric’? 

We are told there is prosperity, so 
what else matters? However, Chester 
Bowles said something recently about 
this “prosperity” that is worth remem- 
bering. It is, he declared, “precariously 
balanced on a huge military outlay; 
with one third of the jobs in many in- 
dustrial areas dependent upon defense 
contracts; with an annual armament bill 
nearly three times greater than ever 
before in peacetime history.” The 
Eisenhower prosperity, then, is as un- 
easy as the Eisenhower peace. 

For all of Eisenhower's fine qualities, 
he has failed demonstrably in what the 
nation most needs in a President— 
leadership. He is constantly revealing, 
in his press conferences, his lack of 
information about important parts of 
the business he is supposed to be man- 
aging. 


People Lack Leadership 


The people did not elect a White 
House staff to manage their affairs. 

Is there the possibility that Mr. Eis- 
enhower will provide the needed lead- 
ership in the four years ahead? Let 
the facts speak for themselves He 
would still have a divided Republican 
party to deal with. He would probably 
have a Democratic Congress. He would 
be a lame duck President. 

The country might soon find out that 
Eisenhower had not been able to re- 
make and modernize the Republican 
party—and that the reactionary wing 
was extremely influential, if not domi- 
nant. Eisenhower would be 70 if he 
reached the end of his term. 

And if Eisenhower should die, Rich- 
ard Nixon would be President of the 
United States. This deserves the pray- 
erful consideration of every voter. 

The Journal does not’ support every- 
thing that Adlai Stevenson stands for. 
However, The Journal does believe that 
Stevenson has the ideas, the driving 
desire and the vitality necessary to lead 
this nation—both at home and abroad.

Our choice is Eisenhower. It seems 
to us that all the reasons which made 
Eisenhower the preferred candidate in 
1952 are applicable to this year’s con- 
test—and more. 

Four years ago Eisenhower was a 
military hero without previous experi- 
ence in affairs of civilian government. 

His best known qualification for the 
office of President was his demon- 
strated ability to persuade people with 
divergent and sometimes clashing view- 
points and temperaments to work to- 
gether in harmony. 

His election came about largely be- 
cause of dissatisfaction with the way 
things were going under the Truman 
Administration. Today Mr. Eisenhower 
has more than three and one half years 
of experience in the White House. He 
is recognized as the foremost statesman 
of the free world. 


But even if the candidates had equal 
qualifications, the record of the Eisen- 
hower Administration would be a per- 
suasive argument for its continuation. 
The nation is enjoying its greatest 
period of prosperity—without war. 
Throughout the world President Eisen- 
hower is known as a man of peace. He, 
more than any other man, has brought 
the world to the realization that dis- 
putes among nations can no longer be 
settled by force. 


‘An Era of Good Will’ 


This is not to say that there is tran- 
quility in the world and that all the 
problems have been solved. But there 
is no longer the fear that an atomic 
war may break out at any minute and 
engulf this planet in destruction. 

Instead, there is determination to 
solve the problems of the world by 
means other than war, and confidence 
has replaced despair. 

In domestic affairs, President Eisen- 
hower has ushered in an era of good 
will and moderation. The class war is 
subsiding, largely because there is an 
Administration in Washington that does 
not throw fuel on it. Management and 
labor have been able to work out their 
problems without government interven- 
tion and favoritism. 

There are other accomplishments of 
which the Administration can be 

proud. It has tried

the danger of infla- 

tion is always with 

us, the purchasing 

power of the dollar 

has been stabilized 

for a longer period 

of time than in re- 

cent history. Taxes 

have been reduced. 

The budget has 

been balanced. Social security has been 
expanded. 

But perhaps the issue that will be 
uppermost in voters’ minds will be the 
President's health. Can a man of his 
age who has had a heart attack survive 
another four years in the gruelling 
White House job? Only the good Lord 
can answer that question. As the Presi- 
dent said, no man can ‘dictate the span 
of his life, and that applies just as 
much to Stevenson as to Eisenhower. 

We have had Presidents who died in 
office, and the country has survived. 
We have had others who lived long 
aftér their terms of office expired; 
there are now two living ex-Presidents. 

So that his talents may continue to 
be employed in the service of his coun- 
try, we are willing to take the chance 
that Mr. Eisenhower will live through 
and, we hope, much beyond his second 
term in office. That, as the President 
said, is a decision the American people 


are going to have te face.

‘Not Pretty Nor Talented 


THE HEART HAS ITS REASONS: THE MEMOIRS 
OF THE DUCHESS OF WINDSOR, (David Me- 
Kay, 359 pes.; $5.) 

“The Heart Has Its Reasons,” is 
without question one of the most fas- 
cinating biographies of our time. It is 
an apparently honest account of the 
Duchess of Windsor’s life. 

“Mine is a simpie story,” the Duchess 
writes, “or so I like to think. It is the 
story of an ordinary life which became 
extraordinary.” Actually, her earlier 
years were not ordinary, nor was she 
ever an ordinary woman. She came 
from a distinguished, if somewhat im- 
poverished family. Her father was a 
Warfield of Maryland and her mother 
a Montague of Virginia. To be a South- 
erner was a matter of life-or-death im- 
portance to her in her earlier years. 

“My endowments were definitely on 
the scanty side,” she writes. “Nobody 
ever called me beautiful or even pret- 
ty.” And yet this remarkable person, 
who claims that she was neither protty 
nor talented, has had the most extraor- 
dinary career of any woman of her time. 
She fell in love with a young lieutenant, 
an airman of World War I, and was.di- 
vorced for excellent reasons. Failing to 
find a career, she traveled abroad with 
more prosperous friends or relatives. 
There were a few happy and exotic 
months in Peking and there were trips 
to Europe and England. 
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Her second marriage to Ernest Simp- 
son, a career man of considerable means, 
might have succeeded if she had not 
met, among the aristocratic and wealthy 
people to whom she was introduced, 
the Prince of Wales. She attracted the 
younger set and was soon receiving in- 
vitations from the most influential city 
and country families. Implicit in the 
invitations, she writes, was the unex- 
pressed hope that she would bring 
along her husband and the Prince. 

Before long the Prince was dropping 
in to visit the Simpsons; and when 
Ernest refused to go on an extensive 
yachting party, which included the 
Prince, only a shell of their marriage 
remained. Ernest, fortunately, had 
romantic interests of his own. 

This astonishing young woman whose 
“jaw was too big and too pointed to 
be classic, who was thin in an era when 
plumpness was a girl’s ideal and whose 
hair was straight,” had conquered in a 
few months some of the most influen- 
tial people in England, including the 
Prince of Wales. She could not have 
achieved this renown if she had not 
had the wit and charm which she hes 
denied in her book. 

At the end of her memoirs the 
Duchess writes: “Any woman whe has 
been loved as I have been Joved and 
who, too, has loved, has experienced 
life in its fullness. . . While David had 
stepped down from the Throne... he 
is immutably part of the Royal institu- 
tion, fixed there forever like a in 
amber.”

Cites Cuts by Eisenhower. 

“In recent years we have 
seem advances in medical science 
do marvels for the life ex- 
pectancy of the American peo- 
ple,” Hennings said, ‘yet, in 
spite of this progress, President 
Eisenhower cut President Tru- 
man’s medical research budget 
by 34 per cent in his first year 
in office and 16 per cent in his 


second 
“When we Democrats took 
over control of Congress, we 


increased Administration funds 
for cancer research by 49 per 
cémt, heart research by 51 per 
cent, and for mental health by 
61 per cent. We followed the 
same policy in regard to federal 
aid to hospitals. The Eisenhower 
Administration asked for $60,- 
000,000 and we raised the appro- 
priation to $103,000,000.” 

He noted that health authori 
ties have estimated 8,000,000 
children need eye care which 
oeir parents cannot afford, that 
75 per cent of them need dental 
care and 300.000 suffer from 
hearing defects. 

“Neither our states nor our 
municipalities have the tax 
funds to cope with problems 
like these.” he went on. “Yet, 
in spite of today’s burdens on 
the taxpayers, our people are 
rich enough to supplement cur- 
rent private and public ex- 
penditures for child health by 
as much money as our children 
may need 

Republican Economy. 

“The record of one Republi- 
can administration after another 
is that of rigid economy in 
social welfare matters. I believe 
in economy, and have supported 
fhost of the proposals of the 
Hoover commissions to cut 
down needless federal expendi- 
turgs. But there is one place 
in which I don't believe we 
should economize. That is in 
the care of the health - and 
education of the nation’s chil- 
dren, 

“When I return to Congress, 
as I expect to return, you will 
find me seeking larger funds 
for child care, for medical re- 
starch and for care of the men- 
tally ailing than have been 
voted in the. past.”

Their language is unemo- 
tional, but the content is fear- 
some. Gore finds that his lis- 
teners, especially women, fol- 
low them closely.

“The inheritance mechanism 
is by far the most sensitive to 
radiation of any biologic sys- 
tem. Any radiation which 
reaches*the reproductive cells 
Causes mutations (changes in 
the materials governing here- 
dity) that are passed on to suc- 
ceeding generations. Human 
gene mutations which produce 
ebservable effects are believed 
to be universally harmful .. . 
the more radiation, the more 
mutations the harm is cumu- 
lative.” 

Translated, this is an ele- 
mental threat. If the men who 
make it did not believe it, they 
would be monsters themselves. 

‘Sensitive and Courageous.’ 

Relating the issue to foreign 
policy, as has Stevenson, Gore 
contends that “the hazard to 
the babies of tomorrow is 
world-wide.” How long, he asks.

RESTS ON GOOD WILL 


Norman Cousins Calls for 
More Knowledge About 
Other Peoples. 


~ - 


United States security today 
depends upon our ability to 
keep the good will of the over- 
whelming number of the world’s 
people, Norman Cousins, editor 
of the Saturday Review, de- 
clared today in the first of the 
Washington University assem- 
blies of the current school year. 

Speaking at Graham Memo- 
rial Chapel on the campus, Cou- 
sins said the most serious short- 
age of the present time was a 
working knowledge about most 
of the other peoples of the 
worl’ 

“The Communists are pre- 
paring for a showdown battle 
to win the favor of public opin- 


ion in Africa and Asia,” he 
warned “If they = succeed, 
Evrope will swing into the 
Russian sphere of influence 


and America will be isolated.” 

Asserting Americans mis- 
takenly believe in an absolute 
contrast between Western and 
Eastern civilizations, he pointed 
out that there is as much di- 
versity between Confucianism 
and Buddhism as there is be- 
tween any two Western phil- 
osophies. He also recalled that 
a Western civilization capable 
of producing the Greek con- 
cept of popular rule was also 
capable of producing the Nazi 
and Communist tyranies. 

“Christianity is not uniquely 
Western,” he said. “There are 
more people in India living by 
Christian principles than in all 
of the West together. 

“We Americans ‘should re- 
member that the American Rev- 
olution is still an inspirational 
act to millions of colonial peo- 
ples, and we should not dissi- 
pate their good will by appear- 
ing to forget that we too were 
once colonial people.” 

Commenting on the current 
controversy over the continued 
testing of nuclear weapons, 
Cousins said scientists believe 
there is no assurance that such 
tests will not contaminate the 
earth's atmosphere. If this poses 
a threat to the genetic purity 
of the human race, then we 
have a moral obligation to dis- 
continue the tests, he said. 

“No mere military § claim 
should be permitted to override 
this completely moral obliga- 
ion,” he said.

might get us into war,” he ex- 
plained. “Stevenson is too close 
to the pinks,” he went on. “The 
wrong people are running the 
Democratic party and I'm going 
to keep fighting them. I'll stay 
registered as a Democratic lo- 
cally, but I'm really a national 
Republican.” 


Most of the one-time Demo- 
cratic areas where Mr. Eisen- 
hower’s vote is holding best are 
predominantly Catholic. The 
feeling that, “there are _ too 
many leftists in the Democratic 


party,” as one Brooklyn police- 
man put it, runs strong in 
these areas, although not to 
the same extent as in 1952. On 
foreign aid the opposition in 
these neighborhoods seems to 
have intensified since 1952. 
“Lesser of Two Evils.” 
Mr. Eisenhower's continu- 


ance of the foreign-aid program 
is criticized sharply, with many 
saying they favor him as “only 
the lesser of two evils.” 

Only part of this new Repub- 
lican strength could be de- 
scribed as “isolationist” in the 
past. Still, one striking para- 
dox of President Eisenhower's 
political career is that, al- 
though he was championed by 
the international wing of the 
Republican party, he has had 
his greatest success in winning 
over those former Democrats 
who were most opposed to 
Roosevelt's foreign policy. 

What effect this new support 
will have on the course of the 
Republican party is a question 


that will become increasingly 
important. The strong opposi- 
tion to Communism among 


these “new Republicans” could 


strengthen the G.O.P.’s ability 
to meet the cold-war threat | 
posed by the Soviet Union. 
Working against that, though, 
will be the bitter distrust of 
Britain and our other allies 
which these voting elements 


still harbor.

Smoking Fireplaces. 

OME American Indian tribes 
. licked the problem of smok- 

ing fireplaces by just getting 
used to smoke in their homes 
but the paleface has never 
made the adjustment, Either a 
fireplace doesn’t smoke or it’s 
not used, 

While there are some fire- 
places that smoke because they 
were incorrectly built, most of 
them smoke for less drastic 
reasons. Probably the most 
common cause is a down draft 
and this can be due to incorrect 
chimney height. The chimney 
should extend at least two feet 
higher than the highest point 
of the roof. 

Another cause for a down 
draft is some sort of obstruc- 
tion near the top of the chim- 
ney that sets up air turbulences.

e the branch of a 
tree, a TV aerial or even a 
nearby high building. Removing 
the obstruction, when possible, 
is your best bet here but often 
the chimney top can be fitted 
with some type of cap that will 
discourage the down draft. This 
job should be done only by an 
expert in the field of fireplaces 
and chimneys. ‘ 

Many smoking fireplaces are 
due to the fact that the wood 
used in them is so wet or green 
that it does not generate suf- 
ficient heat to produce a decent 
draft. A good hot fire will sel- 
dom smoke. 

Another cause for smoking 
fireplaces is a lack of air in 
the room where the fire is 
burning. A fire requires a large 
volume of air to keep it going. 
If you shut off the doors to 
the room so that there is no 
fresh supply of air to the fire- 
place, the fire will start to go 
down and to smoke. 

Obstructions in the chimney 
such as a loose brick or piece 
of tile can cause smoking. A 
flashlight can be used to in- 
spect the condition of the chim- 
ney flue. Many smoking fire- 
places are due to nothing more 
involved than the fact that 
someone forgot to open the 
damper or didn’t even know 
that there was a damper to 
open.

DEAS never remain long in-

a classroom; they soon become

their scientific 3 
accuracy. One #3 
such idea taken 
from the great Ge 
psychiatrist Al. o 
fred Adler is 
“the inferiority 
complex.” This, 
u n fortunately, 
mean that anyone who feels 
himself inferior has something 
wrong within. The assumption, 
though not often expressed, is 
that every person ought to have 
such self-confidence and self- 
assurance as to be convinced 
of his own superiority. 


The term “inferiority com- 
plex” is not without value; it 
serves the useful purpose of 
describing those particular in- 
dividuals who compensate for 
their inferiority by some mani- 
festations of false superiority, 
such as boasting and cruelty. 
But it has been carried too far 
today and forgets some ob- 
vious psychological facts which 
may be enumerated. 

— — * 

1, A SENSE OF inferiority is 
not always wrong. For example, 
a soldier who recognizes the 
superior rank of a captain, a 
citizen admitting the higher 
dignity of the presidency, a gen- 
tleman being respectful to a 
woman, and a creature in the 
face of his Creator. 


2. In true love, every. lover 
regards himself as unworthy of 
the beloved. The beloved is al- 
ways on a pedestal; the lover is 
always on his knees. Where 
there is love, there is always 
a sense of unworthiness. Every 
communion with love begins 
with the prayer: “I am not 
worthy.” 

3. A sense of inferiority is 
always right in the presence of 
moral worth. We cannot always 
know the worst about our neigh- 
bors because we cannot read 
their consciences, but we can 


always know the worst about_ 


ourselves. Therefore, there can 
be a suspicion that others may, 
from the point of view of virtue, 
be superior to us. When John 


the Baptist saw Our Divine 
Lord, he said: “I must decrease: 
he must increase.” John had 
been called the greatest man 
born of woman, but in this con- 
fession of his own inferiority 


' was the proof that he was wise 
* and normal. 


4. Inferiority, then, is not 
always wrong, nor is superiority 


¥ always right, ‘particularly when 


superiority is related to ego- 
tism, as is so often the case. As 
Dr. Karen Horney wrote: “The 
neurotic is always egocentric in 
the sense of being wrapped up 
in himself. He lives in any case 
by his own private religion ‘his 
idealized image), abides by his 
own laws, within the barbed 
wire fence of his own pride 
and with his own guards to pro- 
tect him against dangers from 
within and without. As a result 
he not only becomes isolated 
emotionally but it also becomes 
more difficult for him to see 
other people as individuals in 
their own right, different from 
himself. They are subordinated 
to his prime concern, ‘himself’.” 

5. lf inferiority were called 

by its right name, which is 
“pride,” its victims would be 
more quickly jolted back to nor- 
mal, just as if crimes against 
the flesh were called lust in- 
stead of sex, society would more 
quickly be restored to balance. 
Pride is inseparable from re- 
sponsibilty, for as the Divine 
Teacher said: “It is from within, 
from the hearts of men, that 
their wicked designs come ... 
pride.” Its spiritual and moral 
dangers are manifold: 

a) Pride tends to ingrati- 
tude, considering all favors 
and blessings from neighbor 
and from God as a just due, 

b) It keeps the mind in ig- 
norance, because, boasting of 
its own knowledge, it refuses 
instruction. When a man be- 
lieves that he knows all there 
is to know, not even God can 
teach him anything. All true 
knowledge is_ received 
through the virtue of docility 
or the quality of being teach- 
able. 

c) Not recognizing pride as 
wrong, the victim, neverthe- 
less, feels at times a self-con- 
tempt which he seeks.to vin- 
dicate. Hence he not only 
talks about himself, but be- 
comes very critical of others, 
for every other ego becomes 
a challenge to his own ego;

The man or 
woman who works hard all day longs for rest and forgetful- 
ness at night. Otherwise, he faces the next day (and night) 
with trepidation. Fatigue adds up. Few things demoralize 
us so much as steadily recurring insomnia. 

Illness is almost a sure cause of sleeplessness. The 
man who is tossed by fever or wracked by pain is not sur- 
prised by his inability to sleep. The man with prostate 
trouble soon learns to accept the frequent trips to the bath- 
room which upset his sleep rhythm. So does the woman 
with unusually severe hot flashes that temporarily disturb 
her rest at night. 

But how about the man who is apparently well? “I 
can’t understand it,” he says. “The only complaint I have 
is the inability to sleep well. It began about three months 
ago and seems to be getting worse. I’m not worried about 
business or finances. Everything is all right with my fam- 
ily. Why should I stay awake for hours thinking about 
everything? I can’t seem to turn off my thoughts.” 


x * * 


EACH CASE OF INSOMNIA. is a problem peculiar to 
itself. The doctor needs to question carefully—and the pa- 
tient must answer fully and in detail. Somewhere there 
may be clue. 

In my own experience with patients, the following are 
some of the reasons for insomnia. You may be overwork- 
ing without realizing it. (You think you leave your work at 
the office, but you really take it home with you.) You may 
be suffering from chronic fatigue—and attribute it simply 
to lack of pep. You may think you are relaxing in bed, yet 
be tied up into a bundle of muscular and nervous tension. 
You may have fallen into the habit of sleeping with “one 
ear and one eye open” because of concern for your chil- 
dren. Your bedroom may be exposed to many outside noises 
which you have taken as a matter of course. You may be 
using too much, or too few, bedclothes. 

Perhaps you have become a poor sleeper because your 
husband (or wife) tosses or turns too much in your double 
bed. Perhaps coffee, tea, milk or a light snack (a recent 
habit before retiring) have upset the sleep balance. Does 
one of you snore? Are you distressed about giving offense 
by suggesting another room to sleep in? 

Whatever the cause, it must be found—and removed. 
While the investigation is going on, do not refuse to take 
sleeping tablets under your doctor’s supervision. You need 
rest. Insomnia is no joke! If you have ever had it, you 
will agree. 
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National Shrine to Our Ancestry 


$5,000,000 Fund Campaign for Museum to Start Sunday on 70th Birthday of Statue of Liberty

national public appeal for a 
$5,000,000 fund to finance a fas- 
cinating project, the American 
Museum of Immigration, a 
shrine to America’s a to 
be erected inside old Fort Wood 
in which the Statue of Liberty 
is centered. 

Planned to tell for all time 
the most majestic theme in our 
history, the making of America 
by men and women from all 
the countries of the world who 
came here to find the blessings 
of life, liberty and the pursuit 
of happiness, the museum was 
visualized as long ago as 1890 
by Frederic Auguste Bartholdi, 
the great French sculptor who 
designed the Statue of Liberty. 

“The people of America do 
not suffiently take into con- 
sideration what a great part an 
ideal plays in the happiness of 
a nation,” Bartholdi said in an 
interview with the Paris corre- 
spondent of the New York 
World more than 60 years ago. 
“The Americans have a spot 
unique in the world for the 
home of a temple to the glorifi- 
cation of their wonderful na- 
tionality and the idealization of 
the strong poetry of their race. 

“For the American race has 
a poetry of its own, which few, 
the Americans least of all, see 
—a poetry in the cohesion into 
one mighty mass of elements so 
widely diverse, poetry in the 
work they have achieved in the 
creation of a nation—a work 
unparalleled in the history of 
the world.” 

Now, these many years later, 
the concept of a temple to 
glorify the contributions of im- 
migrants in the making of 
America is about to take form. 

“In a time of conflicting 
ideologies, when the competi- 
tion for the loyalties of groups 
and individuals is keen, when 
the national need for unity is 
great, the value of a dramatic 
presentation of the story of im- 
migration appears unquestion- 
able,” says Dr. Thomas M. Pit- 
kin, historian of the National 
Park Service, which with the 
American Scenic and Historic 
Preservation Society worked 
out the plan for the museum. 
“The location of such an exhi- 
bit is logically in the shadow 
of the Statue of Liberty. Here 
the .powerful symbolism of the 
statue will create the proper 
mood for appreciation of the 
story.” 

To heighten further this sym- 
bolism, Congress earlier this 
year passed a bill changing the 
name of Bedloe’s Island on 
which the Statue of Liberty 
stands to Liberty Island. 

The plans for the develop- 
ment of the American Museum 
of Immigration call for the use 
of about 50,000 square feet of 
space inclosing the base of the 
Statue of Liberty and within 
the walls of historic Fort Wood. 
Four main exhibit halls. will 
tell the basic story of immigra- 
tion. In addition there will be 
space devoted to special sub- 
jects, such as immigrant con- 


tributions in music, the arts 
and crafts, and _ scientific 
achievement. An auditorium, 


seating several hundred per- 
sons, will serve as a meeting 
place for special commemora- 


‘tive occasions. There also will 


be space for temporary exhibits 


. illustratiive of the event or per- 


son celebrated. Patriotic, his- 
torical and cultural groups will 
be encouraged to make use of 
the auditorium. 

Exhibits in the main halls 
would include dioramas, pic- 
tures, maps and charts, as well 
as cultural material associated 
with the successive ethnic or 
national group described. 

Suggested exhibits cover a 
wide range beginning with the 
American Indian. Treating the 
Indian as an immigrant, the ex- 
hibit would touch such points 
as prehistoric migrations from 
Asia to America; the evolution 
of maize from wild grasses to 
the crop as cultivated by the 
Indians in North America by 
the year 1600; the gift of corn 
to the white man, and down to 
the present day role of the In- 
dian in American life and the 
survival of tribal cultures. 

An exhibit honoring French 
immigrants might include the 
tracing of the trails of French 
exploration in the present 
United States or the establish- 
ment in South Carolina of the 
profitable rice crop through the 
invention of the rice thresher 
by the Huguenot immigrants. 

A German exhibit might in- 
clude the development of the

Conestoga wagon by German 
immigrants or the introduction 
of calisthenics in America by 
the German Turnverein. An 
exhibit honoring Belgian im- 
migrants might portray Belgian 
diamond cutters at work in New 
York City and a Yugoslav ex- 
hibit might picture how Slo- 
venian miners helped to open 
the great iron ore ranges of 
Minnesota. The story of Jewish 
immigrants might. include a 
street scene on ew York's 
lower East Side of the 1900s or 
a scene from a Yiddish theater 
production around the turn of 
the century. 

In successive groups, the con- 
tributions to América made by 
immigrants from every country 
in the world would be drama- 
tized and visitors to the museum 
would perhaps see such things 
as the evolution of the Swedish 
log cabin on the American fron- 
tier; an exhibit devoted to the 
introduction of the horse on the 
Western plains by the Spanish 
explorers; a Virginia tobacco 
plantation in the Eighteenth 
Century, a cultural entity de- 
veloped by English immigrants; 
shoemaking and blacksmithing 
on a plantation by Negroes 
brought to America as slaves; 
the development in New York 
of a shelter for destitute immi- 
grant girls staffed by Irish 
nuns; Bohemian farmers home- 
steading in Nebraska in the 
1870s; Polish workmen in the

All 
contributors to the establish- 
ment of the museum will have 
their names recorded in its per- 
manent archives. Those who 
give $10 or more will be 
recognized as Builders. They 
will receive certificates and be 
given the privilege of having 
their photographs and signa- 
tures available for inspection 
by themselves and ‘their de- 
scendants when they visit the 
statue. Special plaques will 
memorialize individuals who 
contribute $2500 or more and 
corporations, labor unions and 
other organizations which gave 
$5000 or more. 


Each year some 800,000 per- 
sons visit the Statue of Liberty. 


Impressive evidence of the ap- 
peal that the Lady with the 
Lamp has for all Americans, the 
number of visitors is expected 
to increase many times when 
the American Museum of Im- 
migration comes into being. 


“The museum,” says historian 
Pitkin, “is not intended to mini- 


mize the reality or the impor- 
tance of Americanization, but 
to instill and confirm Ameri- 
canism through pride rather 
than coercion. The visitor who 
comes to the museum will, it 
is hoped, leave with a glow of 
pride that he or his ancestors 
shook off some crippling or 
cramping circumstance, politi- 
cal, religious or economic, 
braved the seas and made a 
place in the strange new land, 
bringing gifts in the process.” 


This “bringing of gifts” will 
receive special attention in the 
museum, which will have as its 
great objective the dramatiza- 
tion for posterity of the epic 
story of immigration in the 
building of America—the weav- 
ing of the contributions of 
brawn, brain and soul of the 
world’s races, creeds and cul- 
tures into the fabric of our 
unique nation.

The poor mother had tried so 
hard to make this child ow 
she was loved and want at 
this tirade struck down to her 
heart.

FORGOT to mention previ- 
ously that when I parted with 
Mr. Banner, a representative 
of the Boston Globe who: trav- 
eled with me from New York 
to Chicago on part of my cam- 
paign tour, he went on to lowa 
to join Mrs. Ivy Baker Priest, 
who was campaigning there. 

In this way, he would get a 
balanced view of how a Repub- 
lican office-holder (Mrs. Priest 
is treasurer of the United 
States) and a plain Democratic 
woman campaign. 

Late last week I went to Pitts- 
burgh for some more campaign- 
ing, leaving New York in the 
rain. But before I was far on 
my way, the weather cleared 
and it was beautiful. This was 
fortunate, for in Pittsburgh I 
rode in an open car in a caval- 
cade most of the time.

I ALWAYS FELT that this 
open-car campaigning was for 
candidates only, so I was a little 
appalled to find myself sud- 
denly in the role of a “candi- 
date,” waving to people who did 
not care whether they ever saw 
a woman named Eleanor Roose- 
velt or not, 


I spent the night with Mrs. 
Molly. Yard Garrett, who is ex- 
ecutive director of the Volun- 
teers for Stevenson in Pitts- 
burgh, and she told me that she 
had no difficulty in recruiting 
several hundred volunteers to 
ring doorbells. That was an en- 
couraging sign, for that work is 
none too pleasant and. people 
really have to be interested in 
the cause to undertake it. 

There was a very successful 
mass meeting in the evening, 
and the next morning I left 
Pittsburgh.

MY NEXT STOP was Phila- 
delphia, where we were fortu- 
nate in having another beautiful 
day. There, former Mayor Clark

I toured various party head- 
quarters in Philadelphia most 
of the afternoon, then did a 
15-minute television show.
